806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the

In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
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substrate with first perimeter, an electronics module with second perimeter. The 
combination has the advantage of monitoring conditions at a robot hand that is moving 
about a processing chamber wherein the processing conditions vary as a consequence 
of the motion. The subcombination with specific perimeters has separate utility such as 
fitting within a corresponding holder securing the device in a predefined manner within a 
chamber. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Groups II and III and the search required 
for Group II is not required for Group III, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
